Instead  of  receiv- 
ing the  $15  without  expense,  he  re- 
ceived #22  5b  in  silver.  That  is  a 
profit  of  50  per  cent.  How  else  can 
we  make  a better  investment?  Is 
it  expensive  to  do  mission  work 
when  exchange  is  thus?  Much  more 
money  is  used  to  the  direct  work  in 
China  than  we  contribute.  Tbe  fact 
U,  when  we  consider  the  low  salaries 
our  missionaries  receive,  and  the 
profit  in  txchange,  we  got  mission 
work  at  one-half  wbat  we  pay  tor 
such  work  at  h.  me.  Let  us  give 
preterence  to  foreign  work.  In  spir- 
itual results  this  work  is  also  more 
profitable  than  home  work.

No,  but  It 
shakes  the  foundation  of  an  ultra 
Biblical  idea  of  the  doctrine  of  un- 
conditional salvation, that  is  fore  go 
to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible. 

1 am  not  aware  of  the  many  rea- 
sons that  some  Baptist  s have  for  be- 
lieving that  we  ought  to  receiv^h^ 
baptism  of  those  coming  to  us 
the  Anti  -Missionaries,  but  be#  is 
tbe  nearest  and  tbe  greatest  tnat 

can  be  giveu:  “We  ought  to  receive 
tbe  baptism  of  those  coming  to  us 
from  the  Hardsbells  because  they 
were  once  of  us.”  Yes  indeed  they 
were  once  of  us  so  far  as  member- 
ship was  concerned  and  if  they  had 
“kept  the  faith"  they  would  have 
continued  with  us  until  now. 

“They  were  once  of  us.”  Yes; 
and  their  going  nut  from  us  fortited 
their  baptism  as  ever  being  a 
church  ordinance  again.  So  they 
have  no  baptism, but  merely  dipping 
for  not  every  time  that  a person  is 
dipjied  should  it  be  called  baptism 
but  invalid  baptism  that  Baptists 
can  by  no  means  accept  of.

any  other  idea.  But  as  things  are 
cleansed  by  the  act  of  washing  this 
Agure  is  appropriately  used  to  teach

Moore  arrays  Ezekiel  3G:  25.  “I  will 
sprinkle  you  with  clean  water,”  etc. 
Observe  that  it  is  God  who  says  he 
will  do  this  as  his  own  act.  It  associ- 
ates figuratively  the  idea  of  clensing 
but  has  no  affiliation  with  “born  of 
water."  God  performs  the  cleansing 
and  renowing  acts  himself,  leaving 
tbe  physical  water  acts  to  his  min- 
isters for  physical  purposes.  Lot 
us  gnard  against  being  misled  by 
figures  of  speech.  Pilot  professed 
his  Innocence  of  tbe  crucifixion  of 
t’hrist  by  washing  his  hands;  Christ 
taught  humility  by  washing  his 
disciples  feet.  In  one,  the  lesson 


contended  for  "rue  faith’’  to  enter 
their  houses  or  worship  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preaching  the  gospel  in  tho 
same.” 

“As  a sect, they  are  if. tier  enemies 
to  Foreign  Missions, Sunday  Schools, 
revivals  of  religion,  B>ble  Societies, 
etc."  They  claim  that  in  apostolic 
times,  “Their  sound  went  Into  all 
the  earth  and  their  words  unto  the 
ends  of  the  world”  as  In  Rom.  10:18 
This  Is  one  ot  tholr  foundation  pas- 
sages of  scripture  upon  which  they 
stand  to  defend  their  opposite 
theory  to  foreign  mission  work. 
They  are  then  great  opposera  to 
Baptist  doctrine,  for  this  reason: 
They  claim  that  the  means  that  Bap 
tists  use  to  make  tbe  gospel  a wit- 
ness unto  ail  nations  are  unscrip- 
tural.  Now  when  it  comes  to  the 
great  cardinal  truths  of  the  Bible  in 
reference  to  man’s  salvation.  Bap- 
tists and  Anti-Mission  Baptists  are 
as  far  apart  as  it  is  possible  for  truth 
and  error  to  make  them.  Then,  if 
there  could  bo  no  other  reason  ad- 
duced  than  the  one  given  that  we 
should  not  receive  their  baptism,  it 
seems  to  me  it  should  be  sufficient. 
Well,  if  this  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
prove  that  we  should  not  receive  nor 
recognize  their  baptism,  why  con- 
tinue tbe  question?  I answer  that 
because  these  brethren  act  the 
baptism  that  Baptists  do,  they  be- 
lieve it  to  be  a baptismal  act;  nor 
are  they  by  themselves  In  tnat  be- 
lief, for  many  good,  honest,  truth- 
seeking  Baptists  believe  this  very 
thing  also.  They  have  no-  great 
reason  for  believing  such  error.  No, 
but  their  sympathy  arises,  and  by  it 
they  desire  to  give  to  all  that  claim 
to  be  religious  their  just  dues  in  all 
things,  and  who  in  no  instance  nor 
for  any  inducement  would  oppose 
any  good  these  brethren  might  .do 
in  tbe  light  of  God's  word. 

A reason  why  this  question  is  fre- 
quently asked  : very  often  it  is  the 
case  that  Baptist  churches  recieve 
private  or  public, indicates  that  there 
is  a good  brother  who  it  a member 
OS-  nti-MJftatoa  denomination
